“COTTON PICKENS” TO DE 
COLONIZED IN NEW STATE 


With the Republicans of Blaine and 
Logan counties sending delegates to the 
Southern states to solicit negroes to 
come to Oklahoma, it gives the lie to 
the papers that have declared there is 
no danger from the negro in Oklahoma. 
The Republicans are trying to allay the 
fears of the people on the negro ques­ 
tion while they are bending their efforts 
to do the very thing they say cannot be 
done. 
While pretending they are seeking 
cotton pickers, delegations from the 
above named counties into the Southern 
states to induce negroes to come her e 
at once. 
In Logan county the negro 
who will come in is guaranteed a plac e 
to live upon, which will be rented to 
him another year. The aim is to colo­ 
nize the negro in Oklahoma. 
In Blaine 
county, two negroes, Green, of Lincoln 
township, and Burd, of Omega, Cedar 
Valley township, are going to Memphis, 
Tennessee, to bring back all the ne­ 
groes they can induce to come. 
Tom Ferguson, of Watonga, Blaine 
county, is the candidate for congress in 
the Second district. 
Colonizing the 
negro in Oklahoma is one of the favor­ 
ite pastimes of the Republican candi­ 
date and ex-govemor. 
He holds that 
the negro is on the same level with the 
white man, and in his home county he 
does more for the negro than for the 
whites. 
That he desires to strengthen 
the power of his machine with the 
negro vote, there is no doubt in the 
minds of those who know him well. 
The carpetbaggers and corporations 
that dominate the party machinery at 
Guthrie are the same that have boosted 
the negro into office there, and it is 
this class that is willing to blacken the 
name of a political party, as well as 
ride over the white people, by shipping 
in ignorant negroes to vote in the con­ 
stitutional convention election under 
the scheme that is provided by the dis­ 
tricting board.

150 Cotton Warehouse Charters Filed. 
Austin, Texas, Sept. 13. —The cotton 
storage 
movement of the Farmers, 
Union of Texas has reached big pro­ 
portions.

IRRIGATION PLANT 


How an Ohio I ruck Farmer Has Solved the Problem of 
Sure Crops. 


M ake sure of your w ater and your ! 
crops will not fail you. 
Nobody re a ­ 
lises this m ore th an the glo w er of gar-: 
den truck for the m arket. 
His success j 
depends on rapid, sure grow th in order ! 
to be ready for the larger profits of 
early m arketing. 
To 
secure this, he 
lupst bring within his control th e w a - 1 
to r supply for his crops. 
O ne m an in Ohio has done this in I 
a novel way. utilizing the natural re­ 
sources of his land. 
He has put a h a r­ 
ness on n a tu re and is reaping rich re 
turns. 
Not 
all 
farm ers, 
of connie. 
would find conditions on their farm s 
such as to m ake 
irrigation 
{Risible, 
but a little ingenuity and lots of pluck 


diam eter are placed and extend about 
five inches above the ground, to which 
may be attached the sprinkling hose. 
W hen not in use the opening is m ade 
water-tight by a round wooden lid and 
rubber ring, which fits into th e flange 
of the pipe and is held in place by ail 
iron clam p and screw, invented for the 
purpose by Mr. Fish. 
It requires but a 
m om ent to attach the hose to one of 
these 
uprights, and it can 
be 
done 
without turning off the water. 
T h ere is about 5,000 feet of this pipe 
line, and it is so placed that every part 
of the field can be reached with the 
hose attached to it.

T he im portance of properly 
fed 
poultry is som ething that shows itself 
in dollars and cents when you come 
to m arket your fowls. 
W hile I speak 
of “stall ted poultry" in order to con­ 
vey to the mind the sam e idea as is 
generally known 
under 
the 
term 
“stall fed cattle," yet to be m ore exact 
it should be nam ed "crate-fed poultry." 
It has been my fortune to stand in the 
m arket and set* ranchers bring in l e g ­ 
horn hens that had the ailm ent called 
"going light" and they would hardly 
weigh a pound and a half and were 
little larger than quail. 
"W hile every one has his own idea 
as to the hest fowls to raise, to 
my 
mind the Plym outh 
Hock 
is better 
than any of the others as they will 
lay when eggs are high and when you 
com e to sell them you get som ething 
for them , usually m ore th an enough 
to pay for their feed, leaving the eggs 
all clear profit. 


If you wish to m arket your fowls It 
is alw ays best to shut them up a week 
or two before m arketing, so as to 
have them lay on lleah, am.1'n o b etter 
m ethod can be devised to fatten them 
than by the crate-fed method. In order 
to do this successfully it is necessary 
th at they should have th e fram e 
on 
which to put the flesh, and the Ply­ 
m outh Hocks 
and 
Wyandotte.* (al­ 
though I prefer the Plym outh Hocks 
to the W yandottes because they av­ 
erage u pound heavier) as well as the 
Asiatics and O rpingtons are the hest 
for the purpose. 


T he average cost of crate-feeding a 
chicken Is from seven to ten cents. 
W hen the chickens are crate-fed bv 
the poult rym an or farm er any m atu re 
m em ber of the family can attend the 
chickens successfully. 
T here is no 
expense for labor. 
One m an can feed 
from 3,000 to 5,000 chickens in one 
lot. so that for feeding the labor cost 
is a sm all Item iii an extensive plant. 
It is not essential that 
high-priced 
grain he fed, as alm ost any ground 
grain can he utilized In form ulating a 
profitable feeding 
ration. 
The 
hest 
m ethod is to have th e c rates built of 
laths or slats just wide enough apart 
to allow the chicken to get his head 
through and to have a trough m ovable 
on the outside in which to put the 
food, and when they h a w eaten all 
they can at one m eal (and give them 
an hour for their m e a ls > 
take the 
trough down. 
P ut w ater and grit In 
receptacles outside on the other side 
and keep the c ra te shaded aud ra th e r 
dark inside, but with plenty of light 
when you w ant them lo eat. 
I have 
seen chickens and turkeys shut up in 
a dark place to fatten and then the 
ow ner wondered 
why they did 
not 
get fat when it was so dark they could 
not see to eat. 


ORCHARDS FROH 
THE MEADOW 


By D. E. Lantz, Assistant Biologist of the U. S. Biological 
Survey. 


T he w riter has given considerable 
a tten tio n to m ethods of dealing with 
prairie meadow' mice (M. 
au steu s). 
In D ecem ber, 1903, he was called to 
Marion county. K ansas, to investigate 
an outbreak of these anim als 
in 
or­ 
ch ard s and in a large nursery. 
One 
o rchard of 480 acres, containing about 
26,000 apple trees, eight to ten y ears 
planted, was found 
to be badly 
In­ 
fested. 
About 5,000 
of 
the 
trees, 
worth over $30,000, were badly dam ­ 
aged. m any of them being com pletely 
girdled, and th e bark eaten often as 
high as am ong 
the lower 
branches. 
Most of the dam age was from mice, 
hut in parts of 
the orch ard 
rabbits 
also had been at work. 
As an experim ent, th e w riter placed 
som e wheat poisoned with stychnine 
at the base of about 50 of the badly 
dam aged trees. 
T h is was done late 
in the evening, and on the following 
m orning a considerable n u m b er of 
dead meadow mice and white-footed 
mice were found. 
T he ground in this o rch ard was lit­ 
erally covered by a netw ork of run­ 
ways m ade by the prairie mouse, and 
m any of the runw ays extended below 
the surface for long distances. 
It Is to be carefully noted th a t the 
dam age to this and o th er o rc h ard s in 


escaped the i»oisoned baits. 
In dis­ 
trib u tin g poison too m uch care, how­ 
ever. cannot be used to avoid the de­ 
stru ctio n of valuable birds. 
T he w riter recom m ended, as a rem ­ 
edy for the Injury done to th e tree s 
by mice, th a t soil should be heaped 
up about the tru n k s so as to entirely 
cover the wounds. 
This was done,

for the crops as h a s Mr. Eben Fish, 
w hose truck farm is near Cleveland. O. 
I cor res ini nd en t of the Ohio F arm ­ 
e r vvho has visited the place gives tin* 
following description of the irrigation 
plant, which will be interesting to our 
le a d e rs : 
T he first step in developing the irri 
gat ion plant was the construction of a 
dam across the small stream which 
dows 
through 
the west 
side of the 
farm. 
This formed a pond of about 
one half acre in extent and alKuit ten 
feet in depth. 
This pond has alw ays 
furnished an am ple supply of w ater, 
even when the fields w ere being al­ 
most constantly sprinkled in very dry 
w eather 
T he w ater is raised to the 
level of th e fields above by a pump, 


an o th e r unique idea; 
rubber hose is 
expensive, 
soon w ears 
out. and 
is 
heavy to handle in long sections such 
as are needed for work like this; so 
he has tried canvas hose and finds it 
b etter in every way. 
In 60-foot lengths 
it is easy to handle and does the work 
fully as well as rubber. 
This hose is 
m ade by* Mrs. Fish, who, being a tru e 
farm er s wife, can tu rn her hand to 
alm ost any 
kind of work about the 
place. 
The first season Mr. Fish had his 
system in operation he m ade a nice 
sum off of a cauli dower crop. 
He set 
out three acres that year, it turned in 
hot and dry, he pumped w ater almost 
continually for six weeks 
and 
kept 
th e ground wet. 
T he farm ers who did 
not irrigate lost their crops by drouth 
or insect pests; th e price soared, and

Marion county was due largely to neg­ 
lect. 
On the g re a te r part of th e 480 
acres m entioned corn had been plant­ 
ed the preceding spring, by listing it 
betw een the rows of apple trees; but 
a wet sum m er had prevented its cul­ 
tivation, and the crop was abandoned, 
with the result that crab grass, su n ­ 
bow ers. and o th er weeds had grow*n 
luxuriantly. 
T he weeds m ade a com ­ 
plete cover for the mice, and the en­ 
tire su m m er was moist and favorable 
to the increase of the latter.

and early w inter w ere very mild, anil 
all the dam age to the trees by mice 
had been done in this open period and 
not under stress of severe w eather. 
During the cold w eather that fol­ 
lowed the exterm ination of the mice, 
rabbits renew ed their atta c k s upon 
the trees. 
M any w ere killed by dis­

tre e s as halt m ay he su b stitu ted for 
w heat. 
The tw igs or sprouts, cut six 
to eight inches long, are dipped into 
the liquid poison, or the poison applied 
to them with a brush, and then sp a r­ 
ingly scattered n ea r the base of trees 
, or at the m outh of m ouse 
burrow s, 
and along the p a th s frequented by rab­ 
bits. 
Both mice and rabbits eat th e 
bark of the poisoned tw igs freely. 
A nother excellent way of destroying 
mice with i>oison without en d a n g e r­ 
ing the lives of larger m am m als and 
birds, is to introduce the 
i»oisoned 
bait into the m iddle of short pieces 
of drain pipe which have an in tern al 
d iam eter of about 
I ^ inches.

pipes are then laid on th e ground n ea r 
tli£ burrow s of the mice.

EVANGELIST THIMBU SPEAKS

IRRIGATION PLANT 


How an Ohio Truck Farmer Has Solved the Problem of 
Sure Crops. 


Make sure of your water and your 


crops will not fail you. Nobody rea- 
lties this more than the grower of gar- 
den truck for the market. Ilia success 
depends on rapid, sure growth in order 
to be ready for the larger profits of 
early marketing. To secure this, he 
must bring within his control the wa- 
tor supply for his crops. 


One man In Ohio has done this In 


• novel way. utilizing the natural re- 
sources of his laud. He has put a har- 
ness on nature and is reaping rich re- 
turns. Not all farmers, of course, 
would flud conditions on their farms 
such as to make irrigation possible. 
but a little ingenuity and lots of pluck 


diameter are placed and extend about 
five inches above the ground, to which 
may be attached the sprinkling hose 
When not in use the opening la made 
water-tight by a round wooden ltd and 
rubber ring, which fits into the flange 
of the pipe and is held in place by an 
iron clamp and screw, Invented for the 
purpose by Mr. Fish. It requires but a 
moment to attach the hose to one of 
these uprights, and It can be done 
without turning off the water. 


There is about 5,000 feet of this pipe 


line, and it is so placed that every part 
of the field can be reached with the 
hose attached to it.

A correspondent of the Ohio Farm- 
rr who has visited the place gives the 
following description of the irrigation 
plant, which will be interesting to our 
reatlera: 


The first step in developing the irri- 


gation plant was the construction of a 
dam across the small stream which 
flows through the west side of the 
form 
This formed a pond of about 


one half acre in extent and about ten 
feet in depth 
This pond has always 


furnished an ample supply of water, 
even when the fields were being al- 
most constantly sprinkled in very dry 
weather 
The water is raised to the 


level of the fields abo\e l>\ a pump, 


another unique idea; 
rubber hose is 


expensive, 
soon wears out. and 
Is 


heavy to handle in long sections such 
as are needed for work like this; so 
he has tried canvas hose and finds it 
better in every way. In 60-foot lengths 
it Is easy to handle and does the work 
fully ns well as rubber. This hose is 
made by Mrs. Fish, who, being a true 
farmer's wife, can turn her hand to 
almost any Kind of work about the 
place 


The first season Mr. Fish had his 


system in operation he made a nice 
sum off of a cauliflower crop. He set 
out three acres that year, It turned In 
hot and dry. he pumped water almost 
continually for six weeks 
and 
kept 


the ground wet. The farmers who did 
not irrigate lost their crops by drouth 
or Insect pests, the price soared, and

operated by a four-horse power gaso- 
line engine; the pump throws two bar- 
rels of water a minute. As the engine 
requires but little attention, it can be 
kept running almost continually, and 
with the storage tanks, shown in one 
of our illustrations. Is able to sprinkle 
2.000 barrels of water on his growing 
crops In a day 
The pump is located 


at the edge of the water; the engine 
part way up the bank, while the stand- 
pipe is u(> on the level of the 
fields 


above 


The stand pipe is made of 15-Inch 


sewer pipe, joined together 
with ce- 


ment, and is 16 feet high. Iron pipe, 
three inches in diameter, runs from

the pump to tho stand-pipe; and the 
water Is then conducted to the differ- 
ent parts of the fields by a line of 
tour-inch sewer pipe, the section of the 
pipe being joined together with Port- 
land cement In and around the joints, 
and laid in a trench two and one-half 
feet under ground, on an average. This 
work was done by Mr. FUh and a 
helper. 
At intervals of about 50 feet along 


the pipe line, uprights three inches in 


when he footed up his sales In the fall 
he found that he had sold $1.300 worth 
of cauliflower from this field. That 
was the season- in which Irrigation 
paid. 
, 


One of our Illustrations shows part 


of the celery field, which the past sea- 
son was about one acre In extent. 


Mr. Fish considers celery about the 


best paying crop to grow, If ono Is 
fixed to grow It, and Is in touch with a 
good market. 


We show a sketch of the large reser- 


voir tanks. These will hold about 850 
barrels of water, and make it possible 
to pump when convenient, and to have 
a good store of water on hand when 
needed.

The importance of properly 
fed 


poultry is something that shows Itself 
In dollars and cents when you come 
to market your fowls. While I speak 
of "stall-fed poultry" in order to con- 
vey to the mind the same idea as Is 
generally known 
under 
the 
term 


"stall-fed cattle," yet to be more exact 
It should be named "crate-fed poultry," 
It has been my fortune to stand in the 
market and see ranchers bring in Leg- 
horn hens that had the -ailment called 
"going light" and they would hardly 
weigh a pound and a half and were 
little larger than quail. 


"While every one lias his own Idea 


as to the best fowls to raise, to my 
mind the Pl.\ mouth Rock is better 
than any of the others as they will 
lay when eggs, are high and when you 
come to sell them you get something 
for them, usually more than enough 
to pay for their feed, leaving the esgs 
all clear profit. 


If you wish to market your fowls It 


la always best to shut them up a week 
or two before marketing, so aa to 
have them lay on flesh, -antA no better 
method can be devised to fatten them 
than by the crate-fed method. In order 
to do this successfully it is necessary 
that they should have the frame on 
which to put the flesh, and the Ply- 
mouth Rock's 
and 
Wyandottes (al- 


though I prefer the Plymouth Rocks 
to the Wyandottes because they av- 
erage a pound heavier) aa well as the 
Asiatics and Orpingtons are the best 
for the purpose. 


The average cost of crate-feeding a 


chicken Is from' seven to ten cents. 
When the chickens are crate-fed by 
the poultryman or farmer any mature 
member of the family can attend the 
chickens successfully. 
There is no 


expense for labor. One man can feed 
from 3,000 to 5,000 chickens in one 
lot, so that for feeding the labor cost 
Is a small item in an extensive plant. 
It is not essential that high-priced 
grain be fed, as almost any ground 
grain can be utilized In formulating a 
profitable feeding ration. The 
best 


method is to have the crates built of 
laths or slats just wide enough apart 
to allow the chicken to get his head 
through and to have a trough movable 
on the outside In which to put the 
food, and when they have eaten all 
they can at one meal (and give them 
an hour for their meals) take the 
trough down. 
Put water and grit in 


receptacles outside on the other side 
and keep the crate shaded and rathei 
dark Inside, but with plenty of light 
when you want them to eat. 
1 have 


seen chickens and turkeys shut up in 
a dark place to fatten and then the 
owner wondered why they did no 
get fat when it was so dark they conic 
not see to eat.

sistant to poison. Eggs of the gypsy 
moth may be destroyed by treating the 
egg masses with a preparation com- 
posed of GO per cent, creosote oil, 20 
per cent, carbolic acid, 20 p6r cent, 
spirits of turpentine and ten per cent, 
of coal tar.

THE MEADOW MOUSE

Survey.

districts complain that owing to the 
dust raised by the motor oars settling 
upon grass, It now takes a man two 
days to cut an acre with a

whereas It only took one before motor 
cars came into existence.

The writer has given considerable 


attention to methods of dealing with 
prairie meadow mice (M. austeus). 
In December, 1903, he was called to 
Marlon county, Kansas, to Investigate 
an outbreak of these animals in or- 
chards and In a large nursery. 
One 


orchard of 4SO acres, containing about 
26,000 apple trees, eight to ten years 
planted, was found 
to be badly 
In- 


fested. 
About 5,000 
of 
the 
trees, 


worth over $30,000, were badly dam- 
aged, many of them being completely 
girdled, and the bark eaten often as 
high as among the lower branches. 
Most of the damage was from mice, 
but in parts of the orchard 
rabbits 


also had been at work. 


As an experiment, the writer placed 


some wheat poisoned with stychnlne 
at the base of about 50 of the badly 
damaged trees. 
This was done late 


In the evening, and on the following 
morning a considerable number of 
dead meadow mice and white-footed 
mice were found. 


The ground In this orchard was lit- 


erally covered by a network of run- 
ways made by the prairie mouse, and 
many of the runways extended below 
the surface for long distances. 


It is to be carefully noted that the 


damage to this and other orchards in 


escaped the poisoned baits. 
In dis- 


tributing poison too much care', how- 
ever, cannot be used to avoid the de- 
struction of valuable birds. 


- The writer recommended, as a rem- 
edy for the injury done to the trees 
by mice, that soil should be heaped 
up about the trunks so as to entirely 
cover the wounds. 
This was done. 


Meadow Mouse. 


(Mlciotus IVnnsylvanlous ) 


Marlon county was due largely to neg- 
lect. On the greater part of the 480 
acres mentioned corn had been plant- 
ed the preceding spring, by listing it 
between the rows of apple trees; but 
a wet summer had prevented Its cul- 
tivation, and the crop was abandoned, 
with the result that crab grass, sun- 
flowers, and other weeds had grown 
luxuriantly. The weeds made a com- 
plete cover for the mice, and the en- 
tire summer was moist and favorable 
to the Increase of the latter. The fall 
and early winter were very mild, and 
all the damage to the trees by mice 
had been done in this open period and 
not under stress of severe weather. 


During the cold weather that fol- 


lowed the extermination of the mice, 
rabbits renewed their attacks upon 
the trees. 
Many were killed by dis- 


tributing pieces of apple into which

with the result that many trees that 
had been almost completely girdled 
formed new bark and recovered. The 
orchard was again examined 
during 


the summer of 1905, and photographs 
of some of the Irees obtained. 


In the use of strychnine for poison- 


Ing field mice an ounce of strychnia- 
sulphate is used to each half bushel of 
wheat. The strychnia Is dissolved in 
a pint of hot water and a plut of heavy 
augur sirup is added. 
The combined 


wheat and liquid are then stirred un- 
til every grain is wet, when the mass 
is allowed to stand in the mixing ves- 
sel for 12 or more hours before it is 
distributed. 


To prevent all danger of poisoning 


grain-eating inlrds, 
twigs of, apple 


trees as bait may be substituted for 
wheat. The twigs or sprouts, cut six 
to eight inches long, are dipped into 
the liquid poison, or the poison applied 
to them with a brush, and then spar- 
ingly scattered near the base of trees 
or at the mouth of mouse 
burrows, 


and along the paths frequented by rab- 
bits. 
Both mice and rabbits eat the 


bark of the poisoned twigs freely. 


Another excellent way of destroying 


mice with poison without endanger- 
ing the lives of larger mammals and 
birds, Is to introduce the 
poisoned 


bait into the middle of short pieces 
of drain pipe which have an internal 
diameter of about 1V6 Inches. 
The 


pipes are then laid on the ground near 
the^ burrows of the mice. To prevent 
displacement of the bait. It may be put 
Into the pipes after they are in posi- 
tion. 
Meadow 
mice readily 
enter 


these drains and find the bait. 
Oat- 


meal made into a paste is the most 
convenient bait to i ae.

and it la strange that all should have 


(2) The curtailment of the range 


of meadow mice by the drainage of 
swamps and the periodic plowing of 
grass lands for the rotation of crops. '^ 


(3) The destruction of weeds, trash, 


and litter of all kinds 
about 
farm 


premises, gardens and orchards, to 
prevent meadow mice from obtaining^ 
the winter shelter necessary to their 
survival. 


(4) The burning of dead grass in 


meadows and pastures, to the same 
end. Care should be taken, however, 
not to burn the grass in late spring or 
early summer, when prairie chickens, 
quail and other birds that build on the 
ground are nesting.

ON THE SUBJECT "HOPE"

AN EFFECTIVE HOME-MADE 


IRRIGATION PLANT 


How an Ohio Truck Farmer Has Solved the Problem of 
Sure Crops. 


Make sure of your water and your 


crops will not fall you. Nobody rea- 
lties this more than the grower of gar- 
den truck for the market. His success 
depends on rapid, sure growth in order 
to be ready for the larger profits of 
early marketing. To secure this, he 
must bring within his control the wa- 
lor supply for his crops. 


One man in Ohio has done this in 


• novel way, utilizing the natural re- 
sources of his laud. He has put a har- 
ness on nature and is reaping rich re- 
turns. Not all farmers, of course, 
would flud conditions on their farms 
such as to make irrigation 
possible. 


but a little ingenuity anil lots of pluck 


diameter are placed and extend about 
five inches above the ground, to which 
may be attached the sprinkling hose. 
When not in use the opening Is made 
water-tight by a round wooden lid and 
rubber ring, which fits into the flange 
of the pipe and is held In place by an 
Iron clamp and screw, invented for the 
purpose by Mr. Fish. It requires but a 
moment to attach the hose to one of 
these uprights, and It can be done 
without turning off the water. 


There is about 5,000 feet of this pipe 


line, and It is so placed that every part 
of the field can be reached with the 
hose attached to it. 


In the matter of hose Mr. Fish has

expensive,

heavy to handle in long sections such 
as are needed for work like this; so 
he has tried canvas hose and finds it 
better in every way. In 60-foot lengths 
it Is easy to handle and does the work 
fully as well as rubber. This hose Is 
made by Mrs. Fish, who, being a true 
farmer's wife, can turn her hand to 
almost any Kind of work about the 
place 


The first season Mr. Fish had his 


system In operation ho made a nice 
sum off of a caulillo\\er crop. He set 
out three acres that year, it turned in 
hot and dry, he pumped water almost 
continually for six weeks 
and 
kept 


the ground wet. The farmers who did 
not irrigate lost their crops by drouth 
or Insect pests, the price soared, and 


oftentimes discover means right 


at hand of solving the water problem 
for the crops as has Mr. Kben Fish. 
whose truck farm ts near Cleveland. O. 


A correspondent of the Ohio Farm- 
rr who has visited the place gives the 
following description of the irrigation 
plant, which will be interesting to our 
readers: 


The first step in developing the irri- 


gation plant was the construction of a 
dam across the small stream which 
flows through the west side of the 
f A rut 
This formed a pond of about 


0:10 half acre in extent and about ten 
feet in depth 
This pond has always 


furnished an ample supply of water, 
even when the fields were being al- 
most constant!} sprinkled In very dry 
weather 
The water Is raised to the 


level of the fields abo\e l>> a pump,

operated by a four-horse power gaso- 
line engine; the pump throws two bar- 
rels of water a minute. As the engine 
requires but little attention, it can be 
kept running almost continually, and 
•with the storage tanks, shown In one 
of our Illustrations, Is able to sprinkle 
2.000 barrels of water on his growing 
crops In a day 
The pump is located 


at the edge of the water; the engine 
part way up the bank, while the stand- 
pipe is up on the level of the fields 
above 


The stand pipe is made of 15-Inch 


sewer pipe, joined together 
with ce- 


ment, and is lf> feet high. Iron pipe, 
three inches in diameter, runs from

the pump to the stand-pipe; and the 
water Is then conducted to the differ- 
ent parts of the fields by a line of 
tour-Inch sewer pipe, the section of the 
pipe being joined together with Port- 
land cement In and around the joints, 
and laid In a trench two and one-half 
feet under ground, on an average. This 
work was done by Mr. Fish and a 
helper. 
At Intervals of about 50 feet along 


the pipe Hue, uprights three inches in 


when he footed up his sales In the fall 
he found that he had sold $1.300 worth 
of cauliflower from this field. That 
was the season- In which Irrigation 
paid. 
, 


One of our Illustrations shows part 


of the celery field, which the past sea- 
son was about one acre In extent. 


Mr. Fish considers celery about the 


best paying crop to grow, If ono Is 
fixed to grow It, and Is In touch with a 
good market. 


We show a sketch of the large reser- 


voir tanks. These will hold about 850 
barrels of water, and make it possible 
to pump when convenient, and to have 
a good store of water on hand when 
needed.

The importance of properly 
fed 


poultry is something that shows Itself 
In dollars and cents when you come 
to market your fowls. While I speak 
of "stall-fed poultry" in order to con- 
vey to the mind the same idea as Is 
generally known 
under 
the 
term 


"stall-fed cattle," yot to be more exact 
It should be named "crate-fed poultry," 
It has been my fortune to stand In the 
market and see ranchers bring in Leg- 
horn hens that had the -ailment called 
"going light" and they would hardly 
weigh a pound and a half and wore 
little larger than quail. 


"While every one lias his own Idea 


as to the best fowls to raise, to my 
mind the Pl.\ mouth Rock Is better 
than any of the others as they will 
lay when eggs are high anil when you 
come to sell them you get something 
for them, usually more than enough 
to pay for their feed, leaving the 
all clear profit. 


If you wish to market your fowls It 


la always best to shut them up a week 
or two before marketing, so aa to 
have them lay on flesh, -ani> no better 
method can be devised to fatten them 
than by the crate-fed method. In order 
to do this successfully it Is necessary 
that they should have the frame on 
which to put the flesh, and the Ply- 
mouth Rock's 
and 
Wyandottes (al- 


though I prefer the Plymouth Rocks 
to the Wyandottes because they av- 
erage a pound heavier) as well as the 
Asiatics and Orpingtons are the best 
for the purpose. 


The average cost of crate-feeding a 


chicken Is from' seven to ten cents. 
When the chickens are crate-fed by 
the poultryman or farmer any mature 
member of the family can attend the 
chickens successfully. 
There is no 


expense for labor. One man can feed 
from 3,000 to 5,000 chickens in one 
lot, so that for feeding the labor cost 
Is a small item in an extensive plant. 
It is not essential that high-priced 
grain be fed, as almost any ground 
grain can be utilized In formulating a 
profitable feeding ration. The 
best 


method Is to have the crates built of 
laths or slats just wide enough apart 
to allow the chicken to get Ms head 
through and to have a trough movable 
on the outside In which to put the 
food, and when they have eaten all 
they can at one meal (and give them 
an hour for their meals) take the 
trough down. 
Put water and grit In 


receptacles outside on the other side 
and keep the crate shaded and rathei 
dark Inside, but with plenty of light 
when you want them to eat. 
1 have 


seen chickens and turkeys shut up in 
a dark place to fatten and then the 
owner wondered why they did nol 
get fat when it was so dark they could 
not see to eat.

sistant to poison. Eggs of the gypsy 
moth may be destroyed by treating the 
egg masses with a preparation com- 
posed of 50 per cent, creosote oil, 20 
per cent, carbolic acid, 20 p6r cent, 
spirits of turpentine and ten per cent, 
of coal tar. 


SAVING ORCHARDS FROM 


THE MEADOW MOUSE

The writer haa given considerable 


attention to methods of dealing with 
prairie meadow mice (M. auuteus). 
In December, 1903, he was called to 
Marlon county, Kansas, to Investigate 
an outbreak of these animals in or- 
chards and In a large nursery. 
One 


orchard of 4SO acres, containing about 
26,000 apple trees, eight to ten years 
planted, was found 
to be badly 
In- 


fested. 
About 6,000 
of 
the 
trees, 


worth over $30,000, were badly dam- 
aged, many of them being completely 
girdled, and the bark eaten often as 
high as among the lower branches. 
Most of the damage was from mice, 
but in parts of the orchard 
rabbits 


also had been at work. 


As an experiment, the writer placed 


some wheat poisoned with stychnlne 
at the base of about 50 of the badly 
damaged trees. 
This was done late 


In the evening, and on the following 
morning a considerable number of 
dead meadow mice and white-footed 
mice were found. 


The ground In this orchard was lit- 


erally covered by a network of run- 
ways made by the prairie mouse, and 
many of the runways extended below 
the surface for long distances. 


It is to be carefully noted that the 


damage to this and other orchards in 


escaped the poisoned baits. 
In dis- 


tributing poison too much care, how- 
ever, cannot be used to avoid the de- 
struction of valuable birds. 


- The writer recommended, as a rem- 
edy for the injury done to the trees 
by mice, that soil should be heaped 
up about the trunks so as to entirely 
cover the wounds. 
This was done. 


Meadow Mouse. 


(Mlciotus IVnnsylvanlous ) 


Mnrlon county was due largely to neg- 
lect. On the greater part of the 480 
acres mentioned corn had been plant- 
ed the preceding spring, by listing it 
between the rows of apple trees; but 
a wet summer hud prevented Its cul- 
tivation, and the prop was abandoned, 
with the result that crab grass, sun- 
flowers, and other weeds had grown 
luxuriantly. The weeds made a com- 
plete cover for the mice, and the en- 
tire summer was moist and favorable 
to the Increase of the latter. The fall 
and early winter were very mild, and 
all the damage to the trees by mice 
had been done in this open period and 
not under stress of severe weather. 


During the cold weather that fol- 


lowed the extermination of the mice, 
rabbits renewed their attacks upon 
the trees. 
Many were killed by dis- 


tributing pieces of apple into which

with the result that many trees that 
had been almost completely girdled 
formed new bark and recovered. The 
orchard was again examined 
during 


the summer of 1905, and photographs 
of some of the trees obtained. 


In the use of strychnine for poison- 


ing field mice an ounce of strychnia- 
sulphate Is used to each half bushel of 
wheat. The strychnia Is dissolved in 
a pint of hot water and a plut of heavy 
sugar sirup is added. The combined 
wheat and liquid are then stirred un- 
til every grain is wet, when the mass 
is allowed to stand in the mixing ves- 
sel for 12 or more hours before it is 
distributed. 


To prevent all danger of poisoning 


grain-eating mlrds, 
twigs of, apple 


trees as bait may be substituted for 
wheat. The twigs or sprouts, cut six 
to eight inches long, are dipped into 
the liquid poison, or the poison applied 
to them with a brush, and then spar- 
ingly scattered near the base of trees 
or at the mouth of mouse 
burrows, 


and along the paths frequented by rab- 
bits. 
Both mice and rabbits eat the 


bark of the poisoned twigs freely. 


Another excellent way of destroying 


mice with poison without endanger- 
ing the lives of larger mammals and 
birds, Is to introduce the 
poisoned 


bait into the middle of short pieces 
of drain pipe which have an internal 
diameter of about 1V6 Inches. 
The 


pipes are then laid on the ground near 
thij burrows of the mice. To prevent 
displacement of the bait. It may be put 
Into the pipes after they are in posi- 
tion. 
Meadow 
mice readily 
enter 


these drains and find the bait. Oat- 
meal made into a paste is the most 
convenient bait to i se. 


Among the more preventive meas- 


ures are: 


(1) The preservation, both by leg- 


islation and individual cooperation, of 
the natural enemies of mice.

jowdered, strychnine had been Insert- 
ed by means of a knife. As many as 
20 dead rabbits were counted in a 
single morning. While they were not 
entirely exterminated, the experiment 
demonstrated 
the 
efficacy 
of 
the 


method, specially In winter. 


An exceptional circumstance In con- 


nection with these poisoning 
opera- 


tions was that no dead birds were 
ound in the orchard 
during 
their 


progress. Remarkable as It may seem 
short-eared owls, hawks, and 
crows 


fed freely upon the poisoned mice and 
rabbits without injury. 
Tree spar- 


rows, Juncos and quail1 were common, 
and it la strange that all should have 


(2) The curtailment of the range 


of meadow mice by the drainage of 
swamps and the periodic plowing of 
grass lands for the rotation of crops. i 


(3) The destruction of weeds, trash, 


and litter of all kinds 
about 
farm 


premises, gardens and orchards, to 
prevent meadow mice from obtaining^ 
the winter shelter necessary to their 
survival. 


(4) The burning of dead grass in 


meadows and pastures, to the same 
end. Care should be taken, however, 
not to burn the grass in late spring or 
early summer, when prairie chickens, 
quail and other birds that build on th« 
ground are nesting. 
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
